STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE

This was a celebrated spring, that was visited for its
supposed curative powers. During the 1860's, a real estate
venture known as "Spa City" was formed to sell residential
lots here to city dwellers. This was one of the earliest
attempts at suburbanization in the area. The Spring was intact
as late as the early 1900's. It had a Victorian gazebo and
a heavy, raised platform, that held large wooden barrels of the
water.
